ANOTHER FCC PROPOSAL 


Creation of a Class E Citizens 


Radio Service has_ been 
proposed by the Federal 
Communications Commission 


in a notice adopted June 6. It is 
suggested that the frequencies 
224 to 225 MHz be withdrawn 
from the amateur service to 
create fourty new CB channels. 
FCC seeks detailed comments 
on what activities should be 
permitted in such a service and 
what regulations should govern, 
with particular interest in 
enforcement procedures. 

This rulemaking proposal 
arises from RM 1747, filed two 
years ago by the Electronics 
Industries Association, and five 
other requests which FCC felt to 
be in the same basic area: RMs 
1633, 1656, 1761, 1793 and 1841. 

‘Amateurs and clubs will un- 
doubtedly wish to file official 
comments directly with FCC 


after reading the full text of the 
proposal in the August issue of 
QST. 

The deadline for comments is 
September 20. However, 
League members may want to 
inform their division directors 
of their initial reactions, prior to 
the ARRL Board meeting July 
19. Names and addresses ap- 
pear on Page 8 of 1973 issues of 
QST. The headquarters seeks 
information on present and 
planned amateur use of the 
entire 220-225 MHz band with as 
much statistical information as 
possible.(ARRL BULLETIN 429)

ANEW REPEATER 
FOR BROWARD 
COUNTY 
By WB4HML 

Broward County is very 
fortunate to have a new 
repeater installed, which at this 
very moment is completely 
operative. The repeater was 
purchased and sponsored by the 
Broward Amateur Radio Club, 
and was also installed by 
BARC. The following in- 
formation has been collected 
from the Civil Defense Director 
Oliver Lovendahl, Larry 
Young, K4LXV, and Ted Yagle, 
WB4SAC. K4LXV, Larry ap- 
parently has been the spark 
plug for the project, and Larry 
is also the incumbent president 
of B.A.R.C. 

The repeater is an open one 
located at Civil Defense Hdq. on 
Peters Road just off State Road 
7 (441); the antennas are on the 
CD tower. The receiving an- 
tenna is at 150 feet and the 
transmitting antenna is at 125 
feet using the cone of silence for 
isolation and at least one trans- 
mission line is gas filled. The 
repeater itself is one of the very 
latest offspring from Dycomm 
in Riviera Beach, Fla. The call 
letters are W4AB and the 
repeater puts out 18 watts to the 
antenna. 

The input frequency is 146.31 
and the output frequency is 
146.91 with 5 ke deviation 
(narrow band FM). At present 
the repeater is open and is 
carrier access operated. Tests 
to date show the repeater to 
provide reliable, valid coverage 
of the entire county from 
relatively low powered mobile 
units. A walkie talkie locally 
keyed up the repeater and 
worked a mobile unit in Lake 
Worth 5-9 almost full quieting. 
Several monitor stations are 
also planned. 

There are two cutoff timers, 
one minute 20 seconds, and two 
minutes 20 seconds. At present 
the first, or shorter cutoff is 
being used. The code wheel and 
log recorder are activated each 
time the repeater is keyed up, 
so log in and out accordingly. 
All stations are invited to use 
the Broward Repeater, but in an 
emergency or drill the repeat 
frequencies become primarily 
RACES-AREC freqs_ and 
directed use will begin. 

My being the Broward County 
ARRL EC leaves me with 
nothing but a feeling of great 
relief in knowing such efficient 
communications capable of full 
county coverage now exists, as 
this will probably (2M FM) be

It is 
even possible Auto Patch may 
eventually be installed should it 
be deemed practical.

WWV PROPOGATION FORECASTS 


American hams commonly 
use WWV to obtain exact time 
and check frequency-meas- 
uring devices. The radio 
propogation forecast is trans- 
mitted during the last half of 
every fifth minute. This 
forecasts applies to conditions 
across the North Atlantic 
Ocean. The forecast consists of 
a single letter followed by a 
number. The letter indicates the 
propogation condition at the 
time of broadcast. 


N-NORMAL; U-UNSETTLED; 
W-WORST. 


The numbers indicate the 
radio propogation forecast for 
the six hours immediately 
following the broadcast. 


1 USELESS; 2. VERY POOR; 
3. POOR; 4. POOR TO FAIR; 5. 
FAIR; 6. FAIR TO GOOD; 7. 
GOOD; 8. VERY GOOD; 9. 
EXCELLENT. 


As an example, a forecast of 
U7 would mean that conditions 
are presently unsettled but that 


will change to good within the 
next 6 hours. 

WWYV broadcasts around the 
clock on: 2.5; 5; 10; 15; 20; and 
25 MHz.

MARS station call sign 
assignments are made by the 
Army Area MARS Command 
Director and are based on the 
FCC call sign of the station or 
individual. Within the con- 
tinental limits of the United 
States the prefixs are changed 
as follows: 

FCC Prefix ‘‘W’’ changed to 
SSAC 

FCC Prefix ‘‘K’’ changed to 
CoA Ae 

FCC Prefix ‘‘WA”’ changed to 
SoA a 

FCC Prefix ‘‘WB”’ changed to 
SSA T74

changed, be sure to report to 
your State Director so proper 
action will be taken to authorize 
continuance in the MARS 
program.

WHAT FREQUENCIES 
DID WE HAVE? 


Every now and then I hear 
some quite rash ‘‘statement’’ 
made about the frequencies 
formerly available to radio 
amateurs of various grades. 
The information to be given 
here was taken from an adver- 
tisement issued 5 November 
1946 by Peterson Radio Co., 
which is still manufacturing 
crystals for radio amateur use. 
3,500 to 4,000 KHz: Radioteleg- 
graphy, all classes. 

3,850 to 4,000 KHz: Radiotele- 
phony for Advanced Class only. 
7,000 to 7,300 kHz: Radioteleg- 
raphy for all classes. 

14,000 to 14,400 kHz: Radioteleg- 
raphy for all classes. 

14,200 to 14,300 kHz: Readiotele- 
phony for Advanced Class only. 
27,185 to 27,455 kHz: Now I quote 
directly, ‘‘A-0, A-1, A-2, A-3, A-4, 
and FM; band shared by 
scientific, industrial and 
medical apparatus.”’ 

28,000 to 29,700 kHz: Radioteleg- 
raphy for all classes. 

28,500 to 29,700 kHz: Radio- 
telephony for all classes. 
50,000 to 54,000 kHz: Radioteleg- 
raphy and radiotelephony for 
all classes. 

The classes were only 
General (Class B) and Ad- 
vanced (Class A); there was no 
Technician Class or Novice 
Class. 

Those who moan, groan, and 
whine about Incentive Licens- 
ing should take notice! The 
same applies to those who claim 
the CBers took 27 MHz away 
from amateurs; it was never an 
amateur band but one in which 
amateurs, as well as about 
every thing else, were permitted 
to operate. Few did. It was no 
better than 29 MHz and was 
clobbered with all sorts of 
strange forms of ‘‘noise.”’ 

Oh, yes. There was a Con- 
ditional Class (Class C) license 


then, too, with the same 
operating privileges as 
Generals. 


As now, it was a ‘“‘Lazy Liars 
License,’’ but there was far 
more incentive to “‘get honest’ 
and qualify for operating 
privileges on something that 
was open to radiotelephony 
during other than short periods 
of the sunspot cycle. Most 
decent radio amateurs con- 
sidered it a shameful thing to 
hold only a General Class 
license. AS soon as the com- 
pulsory one-year waiting period 
was up, most were ready and 
eager to take the examination 
for Advanced Class (From

This can be shown in 
two ways — one, by calling 
attention to the improved 
delivery time whenever such is 
good, and two, by getting on the 
ball and promptly relaying or 
delivering messages we have 
received in order to show what 
we really can do if we try! 


Let us not allow ‘‘Delivery 
Not Guaranteed”’ to become an 
excuse for poor message 
handling!

If you agree to accept a 
message for relay or delivery to 
an addressee, you also incur a 
responsibility to see that the 
message is cleared from the 
hook as promptly as possible. 
During the height of the activity 
in Vietnam, Army MARS (and 
likely the other MARS 
organizations) lost a lot of 
prestige due to unusual delays 
in message relaying and 
delivery. Some several months 
agoitwas noted that a stringent 
and — I might add — successful 
effort was made by the Office of 
Chief MARS Army to speed up 
the routing and delivery time of 
messages, particularly those 
from Europe and Southeast 
Asia. 

Quite often, however, this 
effort was nullified because an 
intermediate District station 
allowed the message to hang on 
the hook for as much as two or 
three days before delivery was 
effected or local relay was 
accomplished. Doubtless many 
reasons can be brought forth as 
to why delivery or relay was 
subject to delay. Nevertheless, 
the message remains on the 
hook, undelivered.

The Fiscal Year 1970 FCC 
Report includes a comment that 
2491 violation notices were 
issued against hams, as com- 
pared to 2464 in Fiscal Year 
1969. I wonder how many are ex- 
CB people? One percent of the 
American ham population is not 
bad __ but, it should not be that 
high! Many notices were due to 
lower-class licensees operating 
in band segments reserved for 
higher-class licensees. The 
Citizens Radio Service had 1409 
notices in 1970, as compared to 
2400 in 1969; it seems to me that 
the FCC is making less efforts 
than ever to control its 11-meter 
monster! 


The fiscal Year 1970 FCC 
Report shows that 44 men have 
served as FCC Commissioners 
since 1934; there have been 25 
Democrats, 17 Republicans, 
and 2 Independents. 15 have

served as Chairman and 7 of 
those died in office, 18 of the 44

LIGHTNING 


From an article about 
Lightning in the St. Petersburg 
Times recently, by Dick Both- 
well: 

A bolt may be three miles 
long, though only inches thick. 
It travels at about 100 miles per 
hour and a single stroke may 
carry 100-million volts — 
enough to lift the Queen Mary 
six feet into the air — and pack 
60,000 degrees F.., five times 
hotter than the sun’s surface. 
Thunder is heard in Central 
Florida an average of 90 days 
per year — the top national 
count. It is estimated that 2,000 
thunderstorms are taking place 
around the globe at this instant, 
sending perhaps 100 (some say 
600) bolts to earth each second. 

Florida Power Corp.’s stroke 
counter at its operating center, 
25th St. and 25th Ave. N. has 
been functioning the past seven 
years. It picks up the radio 
signals created by electrical 
discharges in the atmosphere, 
within a radius of 15 miles. The 
greatest concentration record- 
ed thus far came Sept. 15, 1970 
with 816.
